east there was dedicated 
recently a 
cemetery the object (rf which is to re* 
move so far as is possible the gloom i­ 
ness of burials. This burying ground is 
laid out w ith fountains and attractive 
walks. 
There 
are no dirt covered 
mounds to cast a chill over those who 
visit the place, and the services attend­ 
ing the burial of the dead there are of 
a nature intended to cheer up hum an­ 
ity rather than depress its feelings. 
Directly in the wake cf this new de­ 
parture in the east an enterprising un­ 
dertaking firm of Chicago announces 
that it soon w ill place before the public 
an establishm ent where funeral services 
may be conducted as conveniently as 
from the best appointed home. 
In con­ 
nection w ith its nndertaking establish­ 
ment it has had built a chapel, well 
furnished, of good size and equipped 
with all the facilities necessary in per­ 
form ing the last rites over those who 
have passed away. And all this reform, 
it is said, is not done for any pecuniary 
profit to those who have brought about 
the change, but because the public has 
demanded such action. 
People, they 
say, are beginning to realize that the 
passing of souls into eternity, w hile a l­ 
w ays an occasion for deep sorrow, as a 
rule is made too depressing 
by the 
gloom iness which attends the services 
that are held, and the tendency now, 
they say, is to have the services made 
more ethereal and beautiful. 
A cozy, w ell furnished chapel, fully 
equipped w ith every convenience for 
conducting a funeral, with orchestra 
chairs, pulpit, 
organ, choirroom and 
pedestals for the coffin, all permanently 
placed, is w hat the Chicago firm has 
had built in conjunction with its new 
nndertaking establishment. 
Necessity, 
they say, has compelled the building 
’ of a place where funeral services may 
be held. 
In a large city fatal illnesses 
and accidents are not uncommon among 
visitors and travelers, and when rela­ 
tives and friends are hurriedly called 
from faroff places, as is ofttim es the 
case, the arrangements for the funeral 
services m ust necessarily 
be hastily 
made. 
The unsatisfactory conditions and 
the inconveniences attending occasions 
of this kind in many instances compel 
the relatives and friends of the deceased 
to hold the funeral from the undertak­ 
ing establishm ent, and from this class 
of deaths there Imis come a crying need 
for some comfortable, suitable and ap­ 
propriate place for holding such funer­ 
als. Then there are deaths which occur 
in hotels or in boarding houses and in 
hospitals when the relatives of the dead 
person are nnahle to find a place for 
the funeral services where privacy may 
he had and where the gloomy associa­ 
tions of the undertaking establishm ents 
are not present. 
In addition to this, 
societies, lodges and fraternal orders all 
have urged the building of such an es­ 
tablishm ent where 
services 
over a 
brother member may 
be conducted. 
The 
greatest 
demand, however, has 
come from 
residents 
of apartm ent 
houses. 
The most unique as w ell as tim ely 
reform which promises to become a fea­ 
ture in the burial of the dead is the do­ 
ing away w ith carriages and substitut­ 
ing bicycles as means of conveyance for 
the dead as well as for the attendants 
at a funeral. 
Last year a notice was 
sent out by an undertaker in Chicago 
which advertised funerals conducted by 
wheel tp all the leading cemeteries. 
It 
was asserted by bim that this was the 
cheapest and best method. For the first 
tim e in the history of the country such 
a funeral was held shortly after the 
publication of the notice. 
“ It seems most proper and fittin g.’ 
said one undertaker when asked regard­ 
ing such events, “ that the remains of 
those who have been enthusiastic wheel­ 
men during their lives should be con­ 
ducted to their last resting places by 
th e a ^ 
a *)icyc*a

he easily built. U c0PM he propelled by 
sin, eight or even more stalwart wheel- 
men. 
There could be a few carriages 
for the mourners and the aged or those 
w ho could not master a wheel them ­ 
selves, and the friends of the decedent 
could follow on their own wheels. ” 
The step which has been taken in the 
east in the reform of burials, which is 
expected to meet w ith the hearty ap­ 
proval of the public at large, is the in ­ 
troduction of cheerful m usic and more 
brightness generally in the burial serv­ 
ices, as well as the substitution for the 
ordinary burying ground of a cemetery 
which tends to take from the scene the 
customary chill and gloom. 
Somerton 
H ills cemetery, outside of the city of 
Somerton. Pa., is the first exam ple of 


this reform system. 
The dedication of 
this cemetery took place recently, and 
the exercises were witnessed by many. 
The “ reformers" have had this new 
cemetery laid out with fountains and 
public promenades among the graves 
The bitter, when ready to receive a 
body, are to be lined with trailing ever­ 
greens and surrounded by grow ing dow ­ 
els 
The unsightly rows of dirt covered 
mounds will 
not be 
known in this 
burying ground, and everything w ill 
lie done to make the services attending 
the burying of the dead as cheerful as 
is possible. - -Chicago Post

To this end he gives a short snmmary 
of the Filipino insurrection against 
St ain, laying stress on the fact that a 
email band of the natives of Luzon, 
leaders of the rebellion of I SOG, were 
induced for a monetary consideration 
to h ave the island. These men returned 
to the neighborhood of Manila after the 
destruction of the Spanish fleet there. 
being, as General Otis says, “ encour­ 
aged without authority to attempt the 
organization of what they were pleased 
to deli minate an independent govern­ 
ment for the Filipino people.” 
G eneral Otis tells of the landing of 
A guinaldo from an American vessel 
and of th e insurgents taking advantage 
cf the active hostilities between the 
United States and Spain to capture 
southern points 
and increase their 
strength. 
Independence, General Otis 
gays, was proclaimed by Aguinaldo in 
A n g u s t; as early as June he bad warn­ 
ed the United States authorities against 
the 
la u d in g of its military forces on 
Philippine soil without first obtaining 
his consent, because, as he expressed 
it, “ the Filipino people might consider 
the occupation of Philippine territory 
by North American troops a violation 
of their rights. ” General ^)tis adds 
When the United S tate s forces landed 
from their tra n s p o rts n ear and to the 
south of M anila for th e purpose of a t ­ 
tacking the city, 
the fiction th a t they 
wert- acting as allies of the insurgents anti 
in furtherance of Philippine independence 
appears to have been conveyed by in su r­ 
gent leaders. 
He describes Aguinaldos efforts to 
strengthen his lines in preparation for 
hostilities with the United States dur­ 
ing tiiis time and explains the growth 
of the insurgent movement for inde­ 
pendence by saying that in the absence 
of Spanish authority many able aud 
conservative Filipinos gave adherence 
to this seemingly de facto government. 
Many of them withdrew their adher­ 
ence when the radical element declared 
its hostility to the United States. 
Describing briefly tile tension that 
existed at the time, General Otis in­ 
cludes in explanation of his course 
some highly important correspondence 
that passed between himself and Agui­ 
naldo. Early in January, when he was 
asked by conservative Filipinos to ap­ 
point a committee of army officers to 
meet an insurgent committee and effect 
a compromise by which peace might 
he maintained, General Otis refused to 
recognize an insurgent government, 
but was willing to negotiate with Agui­ 
naldo or a commission appointed by 
him. Aguinaldo^ response and General 
Otis’ reply are given in the following 
extracts from the report:

General Otis says the negotiations 
between the two commissions reached 
no conclusions, as the insurgent mem­ 
bers could not submit any formulated 
statement which they were able to 
maintain. They presented, as the desire 
of the insurgents, absolute independ­ 
ence under the protection of the United 
States, but the nature and scope of the 
protection wished for they could not 
explain, and the conferences resulted in 
failure 
In the latter part of January 
the insurgents became aggressive, in­ 
terfering with the American troops, 
and finally General Otis addressed an­ 
other letter to Aguinaldo, calling at­ 
tention to the arrest by Filipinos of 
some American soldiers and a newspa­ 
per correspondent, and requesting an 
explanation. General Otis’ letter added 
T nm fining everything possible to pre- 
serve the peace and avoid all friction until 
the Philippine people can be m ade fully 
acquainted with the sentim ents and in­ 
tentions of 
the 
A m erican 
governm ent, 
when I am confident th a t they will ap p re­ 
ciate the endeavors of the United S tates 
and will again look upon th a t country as 
their friend and protector. 
I also fully 
believe th a t the present unrest is the re­ 
sult of m achinations of evil disposed per­ 
sons. 
Aguinaldo replied that the men were 
arrested inside of his lines for breach 
of a decree forbidding foreigners to ap­ 
proach the insurgent lines. In a vein of 
sarcasm he added; 
r m ust sta te th a t in consideration of the 
friendship of the Philippine people for the 
A m ericans the said soldiers have not been 
imprisoned, hut detained in accordance 
w ith the spirit of the decree of Ort. 20 
last. 
They have been lodged in the Go- 
bierno m ilitar and have been issued the 
daily rations of*our officers. 
If they have 
been Uncomfortable, it is due to the ex­ 
cessive sobriety of our race and of our 
soldiers, who are accustom ed to eat but 
little and to sleep on the hard ground 
W ith these explanations I believe, gen­ 
eral. you will understand the motive of 
the detention of your soldiers today liber­ 
ated and who have been treated with ail 
due consideration. 
I therefore hope that 
your determ ination m ay he another mo­ 
tive on which to base our friendly rela­ 
tions with the great A m erican republic, 
and in consideration of this I also decree 
the liberty of the correspondent referred 
to. 
General 
Otis explains 
that 
the 
Americans were not outside his linee 
and says he quotes the correspondence 
merely to show the efforts of the Ameri­ 
can authorities to maintain peace. He 
next tells how the American soldiers 
were openly insulted and hovN the in 
snrgents had continually labored to 
strengthen their lines, threatening to 
drive the Americans out of the island, 
and how finally, on the night of Feb. 
4, the demonstration was made, as told 
hy General MacArthur, which resulted 
in the killing of a Filipino by an Ameri­ 
can sentry and the firing on the Ameri­ 
cans by the insurgent troops. General 
Otis closes his report as follows:

These men returned 
to the neighborhood of Manila after th** 
destruction of the Spanish fleet there, 
ht'inii. as General Otis says, “ encour­ 
aged without authority to attem p t the 
organization of what they were pleased 
to dt ii minute an independent govern­ 
ment for th** Filipino people.’’ 
General Otis tells of the landing of 
Aguinaldo from 
an American vessel 
and of th*1 insurgents taking advantage 
cf the active hostilities between the 
United States and Spain to capture 
southern 
points and 
increase 
their 
strength. 
Independence, General Otis 
says. was proclaimed by Aguinaldo in 
August; as early as J u n e tie had w a rn ­ 
ed the United States authorities against 
the lauding of its military forces on 
Philippine soil w ithout first obtaining 
his consent, because, as be expressed 
it. “ the Filipino people m ight consider 
the occupation of Philippine territory 
by North American troops a violation 
of their rights. ’ 
General V)tis adds 
When the United S ta tes forces landed 
from their tran sp orts near and 
to the 
eolith of Manila for the purpose of a t­ 
tacking the city, 
the fiction that 
they 
were acting as allies of the insurgents and 
in furtherance of Philippine independence 
appears to have been conveyed by insur­ 
gent leaders. 
He describes A g u in ald o s efforts to 
strengthen his lines in preparation for 
hostilities with the United States d u r­ 
ing tiiis time and explains the growth 
of tile insurgent movement for inde­ 
pendence by saying that in the absence 
of Spanish authority many able aud 
conservative Filipinos gave adherence 
to this seemingly de facto government 
Many of them withdrew their adher­ 
ence when the radical element declared 
its hostility to the United States. 
Describing briefly tile tension that 
existed at the time, General Otis in ­ 
cludes in 
explanation of his course 
some highly im portant correspondence 
that passed between himself and Agui­ 
naldo. 
Early in January, when he was 
asked by conservative Filipinos to ap­ 
point a committee of army officers to 
meet an insurgent committee and effect 
a compromise by which peace might 
be maintained, General Otis refused to 
recognize 
an 
insurgent government, 
but was willing to negotiate with A gui­ 
naldo or a commission appointed by 
bim. Aguinaldo^ response and General 
Otis’ reply are given in the following 
extracts from the report

The f=ecret;iry of w ar recently made 
tm i c the report of General Otis trans­ 
mitting the reports of his subordinate 
pfficern * n the operations around Manila 
n}- to A p ril4*. General Otis begins with 
this statement: 
Thtst military operations are fairly well 
rr , . , n t i d in the reports, and I have little 
to ad d thereto, but desire particularly to 
CR 
attention to the rise and development 
of c o n d i t i o n s and circum stances which re­ 
nnin,! finally in war. 
This I deem to be 
essential in order to correct the somewhat 
TiV. vailing impression 
that 
the govern- 
p , t of the United States is responsible 
tin ugh deceit for wrongful action for the 
present existing hostilities. 
To fbi? end he gives a short summary 
of the Filipino insurrection against 
Spain, laying stress on the fact that a 
email hand of the natives of Luzon, 
leaders of the rebellion of 189b, were 
induced for a monetary consideration 
to leave the island. These men returned 
to the neighborhood of Manila after the 
distraction of the Spanish fleet there, 
being, as General Otis says, “ encour­ 
aged without authority to attem pt the 
organization of what they were pleased 
to denominate an independent govern 
meat for the Filipino people.” 
General Otis tells of the landing of 
Aguinaldo from 
an American vessel 
and of the insurgents taking advantage 
cf the active hostilities between the 
United States and Spain to capture 
southern points 
and 
increase 
their 
strength. 
Independence, General Otis 
says, was proclaimed by Aguinaldo in 
August; as early as Ju n e he had warn­ 
ed the United States authorities against 
the landing of its m ilitary forces on 
Philippine soil w ithout first obtaining 
Ins consent, because, as he expressed 
it. “ the Filipino people m ight consider 
the occupation of Philippine territory 
by North American troops a violation 
of their rights. 
General Vt is? adds 
When til" United S tate s forces landed 
from their t r e nsports near and to tile 
eolith of Manila for th e purpose of a t ­ 
tacking the city, 
the fiction that 
they 
wert- acting as allies of the insurgents and 
in furtherance of Philippine independence 
ai pears to have been conveyed by insur­ 
gent leaders. 
He describes Aguinaldo** efforts to 
strengthen his lines in preparation for 
hostilities with the United States dur­ 
ing this time and explains the growth 
of the insurgent movement for inde­ 
pendence by saying that in the absence 
of Spanish authority many able and 
conservative Filipinos gave adherence 
to this seemingly de facto government 
Many of them withdrew their adher­ 
ence when the radical element declared 
its hostility to the United States. 
Bt'cubing briefly the tension that 
existed at the time, General Otis in­ 
cludes in explanation of his course 
some highly im portant correspondence 
that passed between himself and Agui­ 
naldo. 
Early in January, when he was 
asked by conservative Filipinos to ap­ 
point a committee of army officers to 
meet an insurgent committee and effect 
a compromise by which peace might 
he maintained. General Otis refused to 
recognize 
an 
insurgent government, 
but was willing to negotiate with Agui­ 
naldo or a commission appointed by 
him. Aguinaldo’* response and General 
Otis* reply are given in the following
